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Trial to Be Held March 4 
For Cigarette Bootlegging 


New York, Feb. 27 (J*).—A Larchmont man has found him­ 
self afoul the law' for buying in New Jersey untaxed cigarettes 
he intended to smoke in his home in Westchester county. 
The defendant, Jack T. Farris, a traveling foods salesman, 
was arrested yesterday at the Manhatten end of the Holland 
tunnel and charged with bringing two untaxed cartons of cigar­ 
ettes into the city. 
Farris at first pleaded guilty, saying his time was worth 
money as he wantfd speedy action. 
But, he insisted, the city 
had no right to stop him or tax him for cigarettes he was 
going to smoke out of the city. 
“I don’t want >ou to plead guilty to something you don’t feel 
guilty of,” said Magistrate Adward 
Brombergcr. 
whereupon 
Karris changed his plea to innocent and trial date was set for 
March 4. 
The last word came from the arresting officer. Inspector 
Henry Marcus of the cigarette division of the city tax depart­ 
ment. 
Said he: 
"The cigarettes didn’t have a state tax on them, cither. So 
if the city can’t convict him, the state law will.'”

I know that my readers dislike 
indefinite answers, but many times 
no other than "it all depends” is 
possible.
